REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious a traveling wave 
optical modulator comprising at least first and second branched noptical waveguide 
portions formed at least on the thinner portion of the optical waveguide substrate; 

a set of electrodes provided on at least the thinner portion of the substrate and 
adapted for applying voltage to at least said first and second optical waveguide portions 
in combination with the rest of claim 1 for the reasons argued by applicant in the 
Remarks in the Amendment filed on 7/26/02.
